in revolt against French rule. 
Some French newspapers in Al­ 
giers estimated rebel losses since 
last weekend at up to 1,000. 
The French have admitted only 
a handful of soldiers killed and 
slightly more wounded. In addi­ 
tion, 20 European farmers, wives 
and children were reported slain 
in western Algeria last weekend 
in the initial phase of the new na­ 
tionalist offensive.

In addition to the cash allot­ 
ments the bill would authorize 
department agencies to make re­ 
payable loans up to $359,300,000 
during the year.

Tbe committee meets again to­ 
day to tiy to complete work on the 
bill and send it to the floor. Up 
for consideratjoo are aixnit 40 
amendments spi>nsored by variou s 
senators on phases o i the social 
•ecu rity and pu blic assistance pro­ 
grams. 
However, only two o f these were 
expected to cau se major contro­ 
versy. 
One, introdu ced by Sen. Long 
(D-La) with 45 cosjxmsors, wou ld 
increa.'.e federal fu nd* to the >tates 
for grants to needy aged, blind and 
disabled persons. The other is a 
food stamp proptxsal introdu ced by 
Sen. Kerr 'D-Okla) with 22 cospon­ 
sors. 
Both the amendments are op­ 
posed by the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. 
Chairman Byrd (D-Va) of the 
Finance Committee disclosed yes­ 
terday that he voted to knock ou t 
of the social secu rity 
biU the 
disatoiiity program and the lower 
retirement age for working women 
and wives of retired men. 
He stressed that in so doing it 
was possible also to eliminate the 
tax increase voted by the Hou se 
to finance the benefits. This wxild 
have amou nted to half of 1 per 
cent each for the employer and 
employe. The tax now is 2 per 
cent each on u p to |4,200 of an­ 
nu al earnings. 
HoNwv’er, George toW a reporter 
th^ if the two pro» visi<MM are re­ 
stored by the Senate, it might not 
be necessary at tl» same tinve to 
pu t back in the higher tax. He said 
the issu e will go to conference with 
the Hou se anyway, and cou ld be 
worked ou t there.

Lionel (Bu ster) Crabb, 46, a re- 
tked naval commander, vanished 
April 19 on an u nderwater mission 
near the Soviet cru iser Ordzhon­ 
ikidze, 
anchored in Portsmou th 
Itorbor. The ship had brou ght So­ 
viet Premier Bu lganin and Nikita 
Khru shchev here for a 10-day visit 
and was waiting to take them 
home. 
The Admiralty annou nced only 
that Crabb was missing and pre­ 
su med dead. His Ixxfy has not been 
recovered. British newspapers and 
Labor members of Parliament de­ 
manded fu rther explanation, and 
Prime Minister Eden agreed yes­ 
terday to a Hou se of Commons 
debate on the case Monday. 
Dispatches from Moscow said 
the Soviet newspapers splasiied 
fwo-<xrfu mn stories on the frog­ 
man’s dk^pearance. 
“Tha shamefu l operation of u n­ 
derwater espionage was directed 
against those w'ho came to the 
cou ntry' on a friendly visit,” said 
Pravda, “and does no honor to its 
organizers and cannot bu t arou se 
legitimate concern of the British 
as well as 
Soviet pu blic.”

to sell mo re Sav ing s Bo nds — a g o o d in­ 
v estment. 
Fifteen y ears ag o the United States 
presented its Series E Sav ing s Bo nds fo r 
the first time. Fo ur y ears ag o Series H 
to o k a co rrespo nding place amo ng the 
wo rld’s g ilt-edg e securities. 
To day 
fo rty 
millio n 
Americans— 
amo ng them a few tho usand Sedalians 
and Central Misso urians—o wn 4 0 mil­ 
lio n do llars wo rth o f bo nds in the two 
series. 
This wo uld tend to refute the 
implicatio n Americans are a spendthrift 
peo ple. 
The fact that o ne o ut o f ev ery fo ur 


perso ns in the United States is a sto ck­ 
ho lder in the v ast and co mplex busi­ 
ness o f U.S.A. wo uld indicate th e peo­ 
ple are co nv inced o f the firm’s solv­ 
ency , certain o f its durability and pro­ 
g ress. 
Tho se E bo nds were desig ned by 
Americans fo r Americans, and average 
Americans hav e been buy ing them even 
o n the installment plan thro ug h pay ro ll 
deductio n plans. 
Last y ear Americans bo ug ht 7 1 7 miL 
lio n 
do llars mo re bo nds than th ey 
cashed in during the y ear. 
But in a co untry as big as o urs there 
really is a need fo r enco urag ing thrift 
Witho ut it the banks can find themsel­ 
v es in a po sitio n o f no t hav ing eno ug h 
mo ney to lo an fo r the ex pansio n o f en­ 
terprises that co ntribute to the natio n’s 
eco no mic well-being .

Build îng Air Defense Po ses 
Pro b lem In Fa ce o f Ap a thy

WASHINGTON—More is leaking out regard­ 
ing th e gentleman wh om th e New York Times 
describes as Vice President Nixon’s “anch or 
man,” Murray Ch otiner. All of it indicates both 
th e closeness of Ch otiner to Nixon and th e 
interesting manner in wh ich Ch otiner’s law 
practice zoomed from coast to coast after Nixon 
became Vice President. 
Here are some additional close associations 
Oiotiiksr h ad with th e man wh o h as a fair 
ch ance 
becoming President of th e United 
States: 
Just before th e 3952 GOP convention—Ch otiner 
sent 23,000 letters out to leading Californians 
under Senator Nixon’s frank, taking a poll re­ 
garding Eisenh ower and Governor Warren. K 
h ad th e effect of cutting th e ground out from 
under Warren, th us paving th e way for Nixon 
for Vice President. 
During th e GOP convention—Ch otiner, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Nixon’s magazine memoirs, was 
with h er h usband in h is h otel suite wh en 
Brownell called to say th at Nixon h ad been 
picked for second place. 
After th e election—Wh en Nixon asked Tru­ 
man to let h im go to Mexico for 
th t inaugura­ 
tion of Ruiz Cortinas, Ch otiner went along as 
h is assistant. Truman was still in office, and 
at Nixon’s request space was made on th e gov­ 
ernment plane for Ch otiner to ride from Wash ­ 
ington te Mexico City. 
Before th e coming GOP convention—Ch otiner 
acted for Nixon in selecting one-th ird of th e 
California delegates to attend th e convention. 
According to th e San Francisco Ch ronicle, , 
Ch otiner sat in th e St. Francis Hotel on th e 
nigh t 
March 2, just two month s ago, and, 
with Bernard C. Brennan of Los Angeles, 
represented Nixon in picking th e Nixon-Cali­ 
fornia delegates. 
Ch otiner h as also signed letters acting as th e 
attorney for th e Vice President as recently at 
March 22 of th is year. 
Th us, some of th e most intimate events in 
Nixon’s life h ave been connected with or en­ 
trusted to Murray Ch otiner, righ t up te th e 
present. 
Ch otiner’s Clients 
Here is th e background of some of Ch otiner’s 
oth er clients: 
Marco Reginelli of Ph iladelph ia and Camden, 
N. J., was arrested 16 times between 1917 and 
1942, He was convicted six times, ending in 
th ree prison .sentences and th ree fines. Wh en 
h is citizensh ip was ch allenged, h e retained a 
man of influence, Ch otiner. to block h is de­ 
portation. Ch otiner h ad noth ing to do with it, 
but th e ch aracter of h is client is sh own by th e 
fact th at deportation proceedings touch ed off 
gang warfare and killed five men in south 
Ph iladelph ia and south New Jersey. 
Five men—Joseph “Joe Italy” Suero; Joseph 
“Joe Bananas” Bellona, Marsh all Venezrale, 
Anth ony Benedetto, and Emanuel Gottobrio— 
were killed in th e battle to take over Regi- 
nelli’s numbers racket. 
Th e Ph iladelph ia police bureau in a confiden­ 
tial letter dated July 19. 1949. reported th at 
th e New Jersey Italian mob wa.s “h eaded by 
Marco Reginelli. alias ‘Th e Little Guy.’ wh o 
is absolute czar of th e Italians in th e south New 
Jersey and Ph iladelph ia area.” 
Th e Federal Narcotics Bureau furnish ed th e 
Kefauver Crime Investigating Committee with 
a list of Mafia members. On th e li.st was Marco 
Tleginelli. He was also included on a list of 
notorious racketeers th at th e Justice Depart­ 
ment turned over to th e Kefauver committee. 
Daniel Sullivan, former ch ief of th e Miami 
Crime Commission, describing north ern mob­ 
sters moved to Florida, told th e Kefauver 
committee: 
“Closely associated with th em a t th e Sands

Hotel was Marco Reginelli of Camden,

wire service was sh ut off in th e Miami Beach 
area. On th e Sunday subsequent te th at sh ut- 
off th ere was a meeting at th e h otel at wh ich 
Marco Reginelli, along with ‘Nig’ Rosen, and 
a 
very few oth ers in th e same group 
attended.” 
Wh y He Hired Cbo Uner 


Reginelli’s police record sh ows a conviction 
in 1942 under th e Mann Act for transporting 
Mrs. Louise Abate from New Jersey to Florida 
for immoral purposes. Mrs. Abate was found 
dead last year in a motel in Margate City, N.J. 
Reginelli was questioned about th e death , but 
th e coroner finally decided th at death was 
caused by acute alcoh olism. 
Herbert Levy, th e U.S. naturalizi^on « x am- 
iner, estimated th at Reginelli’s income run* 
around $40.000 to $50.000 
a year. Of th is, only 
$7,500 was visible income from legitimate bufi- 
ness enterprises. 
Wh en Mayor Rich ardson Dilworfii of Ph ila­ 
delph ia was district attorney, h is agents placed 
wire-taps on wh at appeared to be an abandoned 
and forgotten wire in th e attic of a south Ph ila­ 
delph ia h ome. It turned out to be a direct wire 
frequently used by th e mobsters, and among 
th e ph one conversations picked up weiw some 
b y Reginelli h imself. 
Reginelli h as h ired a h ost of lawyers, al! o t 
th em from th e East. But in 1952, James Mc- 
Granery, Truman’s Attorney General, listed 
h im for deportation along with about 100 oth er 
racketeers.

It’s been known for some time th at th e co al 
industry, very ill in 1954 , is o n th e mend. 
Th e gloomy picture th en seemed to suggest 
th at coal was going into a permanent decline 
as a basic industrial and h ome fuel. But th e 
long-range outlook wasn’t really th at dark. 
Th e utilities, th e biggest coal users today, 
upped th eir consumption a lot last year and arc 
still taking more th is one. Th ey may bum a 
record 160 million tons in 1956. 
Steel manufacturers, lifting output to meet th e 
demands of a booming economy in 1955, needed 
more coal and now need still more even th ough 
car manufacture and some oth er activities h ave 
not match ed 1955 peaks. 
As it looks now, soft coal production to 1956 
may top 500 million tons, a very respectable 
figure. 
Th at would represent an increase of 
30 million tons from last year and 105 million 
from th e 1954 low. Only by comparison with th e 
record 630 million tons of 1947, does it seem a 
trifle frail. 
Obviously coal is being r« cued by the g eneral

Much h as been written about 
polio vaccination during th e past 
year but th e subject is still con­ 
fusing. 
Th e purpose of th e Salk polio 
vaccine is to stimulate th e tissues 
of th e person inoculated in order 
to develop an active resistance to 
th e disease virus. Th e h ope is th at 
th e disease virus can be fough t 
th us, with in th e body, so success­ 
fully th at paralysis win not occur. 
Th e preparation o i th is vaccine 
was designed to kiU th e various 
types of viruses known to be re­ 
sponsible for paralytic polio. 
In th is way, th e viruses cannot 
cause th e disease wh en injected 
■toit do retain th eir power to stim­ 
ulate th e body to produce ele­ 
ments wh ich wiU resist live vi­ 
ruses. 
Wh en tried on a mass scale 
last year th ere was some doubt 
as to wh eth er all preparations h ad 
been treated sufficiently to kill 
th e virus material present. 
By 
ch anges in th e meth ods of pre­ 
paring it and new safeguards, 
present lots of th e vaccine seem 
to h ave been made completely 
safe. 
How effective h as th e vaccine 
been in preventing th e paralytic 
effects of polio? Last year th ere 
was not enough vaccine availM>le 
to be given to all susceptible peo­ 
ple. Th erefore, th e value of th e 
vaccine in preventing polio h as 
large numbers of ch ildren wh o 
bad received th e vaccine with 
oth er large numbers wh o bad not. 
Massacfiusetts apparently h ad 
th e largest scale epidemic of polio 
last year. It was from th is state 
th at th e best figures on preven­ 
tive vakie were obtained. 
Out of 137,968 ch Odren wh o re­ 
ceived one dose of vaccine, 130 
cases o i polio developed. Th is 
gives an attack rate of 94.6 per 
h undred th ousand. 
Out of 22,673 young^ers wh o 
received two 
o r more dose« of 
th e vaccine th ere were 15 cases 
o i th e disease. Th is gives a rate 
of 66.4 pei‘ h undred th ousand. 


Among th e 278,532 unvaccinated 
ch ildren th ere were 533 case« of 
polio. Th is attack rate is 198.2 
per h undred th ousand. 
In oth er words, th e evidence 
indicates th at in th e Massach u­ 
setts epidemic th e vaccine was 
effective in preventing paralysis 
in 60 out of 100 ch ildren. 
Th ese results are not perfect, 
but th ey are a lot better th an 
anyth ing available previ<Hisly.

th rottle of our own lives. We over­ 
look th e “frogs” wh ich are already 
built. We forget th at love and serv­ 
ice and prayer will keep us h eaded 
in th e righ t direction with safety. 
Hope and faith will keep us on 
th e track. 


But in terms of sensation, Le 
May laid an egg. He just couldn’t 
overcome th e seeming general tor­ 
por and indifference of th e Capitol 
to h is subject. No one is worried. 
In a sense, th erefore, th e Presi­ 
dent h ardly needed to speak th ose 
reassuring words. But since h e did, 
th ey deserve more th an passing 
attention. 
Th e President made th e point 
th at th e naval air arm contributes 
to overall air power. Russia h as 
no naval air arm worth y of men­ 
tion. Th e President also pointed to 
th e overseas base system th e Uni­ 
ted States h as built in Korea. 
One function of th e medium 
bomber bases — and America’s 
long range striking power is largely 
dependent on th e B-47 medium 
bomber — is to free United States 
from reliance on th e long range 
bomber. 
TTiat is th e burden of 
wh at th e President said. 
It is a sticky busine.ss for any 
critic to tackle a man enjoying th e 
President’s military reputation. In 
fact, it probably can’t be done suc­ 
cessfully. But th ese are points th e 
critics make: 
Th e President is bordering on 
th e disingenuous in saying th at th e 
medium bomber bases were built 
to free us from dependence on th e 
long range bomber. A “crash ” pro­ 
gram of base construction was be­ 
gun after th e onslaugh t against us 
in Korea. We h ad to build bases 
for medium bombers, because we 
didn’t h ave long range bombers 
th at could get to Russian targets. 
In sh ort, th e President was putting 
th e cart before th e h orse. 
Th e overseas bases are impor­ 
tant. But th ey are vulnerable, more 
vulnerable th an ba.ses under our 
control would be. For one th ing, 
h ost nations are becoming restle.ss. 
Political developments wh ich we 
can influence only indirectly may 
affect th e status of our bases. Ice­ 
land, for example, is pressing us to 
get out. Oth er important bases are 
situated in strife-torn North Africa. 
And several are located in th « 
touch y Middle F'.ast, an area in 
wh ich Russian diplomacy h as im­ 
pact. 
Also. Russian strides in th e field 
of guided missiles tends to increas« 
th e vulnerability of th e overseas 
base structure. Th e existence of 
th e bases h as undpubtedly added 
impetus to th e Russian missile 
program. 
Oth er factors must be consider­ 
ed, as th e President said. Some of 
th ese factors h ave not been brough t 
to th e attention of th e public. And 
because of security, th ey may not 
be. And th en th ere are broad issues 
wh ich mu-st be weigh(*d, too. 
For example, critics of th e Pres­ 
ident suggest h e h as been a follow­ 
er in an area —• military policy — 
w'h ere h e sh ould be a leader. Th « 
point of th is criticism is th at Amer­ 
icans would respond to a call for 
additional sptmding on defense if 
th e President made th e call. Th « 
political analyst Samuel LubeU, 
wh o is friendly to th e administra­ 
tion, h ints at th is criticism in h i« 
latest book. 
Lubell actually asserts th at Pres­ 
ident Eisenh ower h as embraced a 
defense program th at is politically 
popular. Of course, it migh t b« 
th at tee politically popular pro­ 
gram also is th e best program. 
But even if th e invidious connota­ 
tion of th e ch arge is accepted, it 
must be evaluated in th e larger 
reference framework. To wit: Can 
any military program be effectiv« 
if it is politically unacceptable?

And now a braided rug that 
compares with an Oriental rug — 
so says 
an authority on 
rugs. 
Strangely enough these rugs are 
made in Sedalia and quite by ac­ 
cident — not that Mr. and Mrs. 
AJ Miles, fiOll South Washington 
didn't intend to make braided rugs 
when they started out, they just 
didn’t expect to make something 
that was entirely different. Truly, 
they didn’t know they had until 
people began telling them — they 
had only made what they liked 
an ’ wanted for their own home. 
It all began about five years ago 
when A1 and Estine started making 
plans for a new hon e. They had a 
great deal of furniture, antiques, 
that had come to them through 
his family and some through hers, 
a I so the home was being planned 
around the furniture. The one 'lin^ 
they felt they needed in the home 
to make it complete was braided 
n g s, and so they began looking. 
They looked at rugs everywhere 
they went. Every ti '» they heard 
that someone had a braided rug, 
they visited them and looktxl at 
the rug. They went to places 
cities where braided rugs were 
sold, and often made. None seemed 
to have the coloring E.stine wanted, 
so she told her husband she thought 
she would make one herself. She 
w'ent to people who had braided 
rugs to learn how, then tried out 
first with small rugs. 
One day she and her husband 
were sitting in the breakfast nook, 
she working on the braided rug 
and he just watchinp her. The tele­ 
phone rang and it was one of those 
prolonged conversations. When she 
came back A1 had picked up the 
rug she had been working on and 
done a little .sewing himself. He 
looked up at her with, “This is 
fun” 
From that time on it was a part­ 
nership deal. Estine did the braid­ 
ing and A1 did something that Es­ 
tine believes is the secret of the 
difference in their rugs and other 
braided rugs. He laced them, and 
that, she says, is definitely a man’s 
job. She can’t do it, since a woman 
doesn’t have the strength to make 
it tight enough. 
On the floor of the Miles home 
is the large oval 10 by 12 rug 
which is the first big rug they 
made and much went into that rug. 
iistine seems to have 
natural gift 
for blending colors and she wanted 
the rug to pick up the colors she 
was using in her living room. Cran- 
b('rry, ruby, turquoise, shaded un­ 
til. as an interior decorator from 
Kansas City interested in the rug 
said, “It looks as though the colors 
are painted on.” It really does, too, 
the blending is so perfect. 
But it isn’t easy, Estine says, 
getting the right shades for the 
blending, or 
the 
turquoise 
she 
dyed the material as she ha.s had 
to do for other colors, too, at times. 
She braided the turquoise material 
and A1 started 
lacing. 
He had 
laced about a yard when Estine 
began to shake her head. “It just 
won’t do, Al” she said. “We are 
going to have to take it off and 
let me try again,’’ and so they did. 
She kept on until she was able to 
get the very shade that blended 
instead of clashed with the re.st of 
the rug. 
This is certainly not a rug for 
a budget home, Estine found. To 
make the kind of rug she wanted, 
old material just didn’t do. It was 
over a period of three years that 
they looked for braided rugs, and 
then when they decided to make 
their own they had to try out all 
sorts of things. On the small rugs 
they found that the old material 
would get flat and spongy but new 
material didn’t. 
So they started 
looking for new woolen material. 
The fine rug being made by the 
rug company they visited in Kan- 
.sas City which was to be sold for 
$500 was of coat material and it 
was stitched on the machine with 
the stitches showing. That definite­ 
ly wasn’t what they wanted. They 
contacted every company that sells 
material 
for braided rugs 
and 
found that it came in strips not 
more than an inch wide. So they 
finally looked until they found the 
type of material they wanted, and 
they now buy it by the 50 - yard 
bolt. The material is stiff, so they 
have it washed at the mill to make 
it soft and pliable. The material 
is of lt4-inch strips of 16-ounce 
material. 
Most people make braided rugs 
on the floor but Al and Estine have 
a table, designed for that purpose, 
a" ’ have it in one room 
where 
they work. The rug is so tight that 
not even a pencil can be pushed 
through it. Usually the legs of furn­ 
iture catch in braided rugs or go 
through, but not this one. It is as 
smooth as tight and as flat as any 
carpet that can be bought. 
It 
doesn’t get very dirty and cleans 
easily with a vacuum. It is revers­ 
ible with no lacing 
showing 
on 
either side. The lacing is done with 
strong, unbreakable thread which 
ha.s been treated with beeswax. The 
r ^erial is cut wide and only three 
strands are used in the braiding. 
Those seeing it are always curious, 
and ask the question: “Do you use 
six strands, or four or three?’’ 
Estine and Al knew they had 
something they liked, but when 
friends first started admiring the 
rugs they felt it was just the usual 


ties to sell for big sums in Kansas 
City, too, but they don’t want to 
sell that way. They want do to the 
selling themselves, and not through 
a firm. 
Estine and Al have been very 
happy to have people come in and 
see their rugs, see them in the 
making. They have taken particu­ 
lar pains to try to teach other peo­ 
ple how to make th*" rugs, show­ 
ing them every little detail, but so 
far nobody has been able to learn 
the art that seems to be theirs 
p^one. 
“How did you get along with 
your rug?’’ Estine will ask of peo­ 
ple she has tried to teach. 
“Not at all,” they reply, and 
usually add “It looks like a soni- 
brero, goes right up in the middle.’’ 
Ju.st why their own remains flat 
while other people have the trouble 
of the rug going up in the middle, 
Estine and Al can’t explain. 
It takes about eight months to 
make a 10 by 12 rug. Of course, 
they work at it only in spare t^me. 
but it is always fun when they do. 
“It just fascinates us.’’ .said Estine. 
ai.d .she went on to say that Al 
would come home of an evening 
and ask if there was any place 
they were going if not he will say 
“Then we will work on the rug.’’ 
Sometimes he will say “I’’l nut on 
a strip tonight’’ but midnight will 
find him still working. “We just 
don’t want to quit,’’ said Estine. 
Right now they are making a 
rug, 10 by 12, which will go in an 
old colonial home in Fayette. For 
a long time Mrs. Irvin Schnell, 
sister of Mrs. 
Miles, 
has 
been 
wanting a rug for her home but 
ju.st couldn’t find the qualities to 
harmonize with her furnishings. 
Many people have wanted to know 
if Mr. and Mrs. Miles would sell 
them a rug, .so the first one they 
have made to sell will go to Mrs, 
Schnell. The important thing, said 
E.stine, is to take the predominat­ 
ing color of the room for the rug 
and blend in other colors of the 
room with it. Because Mrs. Schnell 
ha.s beige wall to wall carpeting 
on two of her large front rooms, 
the braided rug in the dining room 
will have in it brown and beige. 
It will pick up the colors of the 
cranberry and ruby glass and th^ 


blue of an antique ginger jar she 
has. 
Mrs. Miles was pleased when a 
decorator from one of the nation’s 
largest companies said, “This rug 
excels in beauty of design, har­ 
mony of color and excellence of 
craftsmanship,’’ but she was just 
as thrilled when another man step­ 
ped on it, looked down and said, 
“Oh, should I step on it?’’ or when 
anybody else looks at it and says, 
“I like it.’’ 
A 
braided 
rug, 
Estine says, 
should be used to compliment pe­ 
riod pieces, 18th century and early 
or late colonial, 
“I think,’’ said Estine, “Al and 
I have always had a love for rug 
making although we never realized 
it until we began with the braided 
rugs. I remember how we used to 
take trips and would stand and 
watch weavers. We did it when we 
went on a trip to Mexico. While 
other people were wanting to see 
the science building at the World’s 
Fair in Chicago, we wanted to 
watch the rug making. Everywhere 
we went we wanted to watch the 
making of rugs.’’ 
“They say’’ Estine continued, 
“the 
Orientals always 
wove 
a 
story in their rugs and I can see 
how that can be. Al and I find 
ourselves remembering things that 
took place according to the part 
of the rug we were working on at 
the time something happened. One 
place in the rug reminds us of a 
wedding we were happy about, an­ 
other the grave illne.ss and death 
of a friend who was on our minds 
at that time, and .so on, we re­ 
member this and that happened 
when we were at a certain place 
in the rug.’’ 
“The colors, too,'* she 
s a i d , 
“have a meaning to the Orientals. 
Red means happiness, blue sincer­ 
ity, very little black is used be­ 
cause it denotes sorrow. Seldom 
does the Oriental use brown. The 
colors in our rug. Estine pointy 
out, “Are mostly .shades of red in 
the deep tones of cranberry and 
ruby to lighter shades and blue in 
the turquoise hue, and the mean­ 
ing of these colors are what we 
try to fiU our home with, hap­ 
piness, .sincerity and love.’’

Clowns fill the same place in 
a circus program as cartoons and 
comic 
strips 
in 
a 
newspaper. 
Clowns and comic artists do, in 
fact, use much the same twh- 
nique. 
The similarity is explained by 
Speed Hart, producing clown with 
the Great Hagen Bros. 3-Ring Cir­ 
cus which comes to Sedalia on 
May 14, under the sponsorship of 
American I.<egion Post 16. The cir­ 
cus will be held on 16th Street 
across from the Pittsiburgh-Corn- 
in^ Corp. 
“Like 
the 
cartoonist,” 
says 
Hart, “the circus down nuust ex- 
presss his idea in the simplest 
terms possible, so that the si>ec- 
tator will ‘see the point’ at a 
fleeting glance. The fewer the 
words the better. The clown of 
today must be a master of pan­ 
tomime. most difficult of all the 
expressive arts. 
“The circus clown, like the car­ 
toonist, draws his ideas from cur 
rent events and from the amusinig 
foibles of human nature. He re­ 
sorts to the same means as the 
caricaturist; he exaggerates and 
distorts blit ^ s it with sikill that 
permits that which is depicted to 
t)e recognized at once.”

It would be unpardon­ 
able breach of ethics f<w one to 
copy another’s makeup.
